Begbie. The Governor, accompanied by bis 
Private Secretary and the officials, entered 
the Court House at ene o'clock, which was 
crowded with our mbst iofinential citizens 
and several ladies.. Mr. Tratch and the Obief 
Justice took their places un the bench, when 
Mr. Trateh handed to Mr. Begbie his commis- 
sion from Canada, authorising him to adwin 
ister the oaths as Lieutenant-Governor of this 
Province, which was hauded to the Registrar 
of the Court and read.

THE PRINCR ARTHUR ANNUITY—RECEPTION OF 
THE PRISCE OF WALES IW IRELAND. 

Loxpox, July 31—In the House of Lords, 
to-day, Earl Granville, in giving a favorable 
angwer. to the special message in behalf of 
Prince Arthur, urged that the demand merely 
falfilled a contract at the beginning of a 
reign. He spoke in warm eulogy of Prince 
Arthur, whose visit to Canada bad secured 
the affection of the colonists. 

The Duke of Richmond heartily seconded 
the motion, which was carried without divi- 
sion. 

The Duke of Richmond then moved a vote 
of censure of the Queen’s Message, as un- 
worthy of Ministerial support. He denounced, 
in strong language, the speeches made at the 
banquet at the Mansion House on Saturday, 
in relatiqn to the Treaty of Washington, 
which sustained the use of the royal preroga- 
tive in approving that instrument without the 
assent of Parliament. 

Earl Granville spoke in defence of the 
Message, as corresponding simply to the 
previous action of the Houre of Commons. 

The Marquis of Salisbury thought the 
Lords bound to resent this great outrage, for 
if anrebuked, it would remaia a standing 
menace to the authorities of the House. 

The Duke of Argyle severely reprobated 
the suggestion of the Marquis of Salisbury, 
stigmatizing it as narrowly and bitterly 
partissa. . . 
@ Lord Romelly contended thet such an ex- 
ercise of the royal prerogative was unprece- 
dented. ~ 

Lord Penzance defended the action of the 
Government, and argued to show that the 
interposition of the Crown in this case was 
entirely constitational. ; 

Earl Derby strongly advocated the motion 
of censure, and Earl Russell said be should 
vote for it, declaring thatthe Goverament 
had incurred @ serious responsibility.
